So it not been, the prophet says, 
with Moab: He hath been at ease from 
the first, shaken by no great overturnings 
or defeats, humbled and broken by no cap- 
tivities, ventilated by no surprising changes 
or adversities. He has lived on from age 
to age in comparative security, settled on 
his lees; and, therefore, he has made no 
improvement. What he was, he still is; 
his taste remains in him, and the scent of 
his old idolatries and barbarities of custom 
is not 22 Accordingly the 122 
goes on to declare, in the verses that fol- 
low, that God will now deal with him in a 
manner better adapted to his want; that 
he will cause him to wander, empty his 
vessels, break his hottles, give him all the 
agitation he needs, and so will make him 
to be ashamed of the idolatries of Che- 
mosh, even as Israel was made ashamed of 
Bethel, their confidence.” 

There has all along been a kind of men- 
tal reference, it will be seen, in his lan- 
guage, to the singular contrast between 
Moab and Israel, which here in these last 
words comes out. Israel, the covenanted 
people, have had no such easy and quiet 
sort of history. They have been wander- 
ers, in a sense, all the while; shaken lose 
or unsettled every few years by some great 
change or adversity; by a state of slavery 
in Egypt, by a fifty years roving and fight- 
ing in the wilderness, by a time of dread- 
ful anarchy under the Judges, by over- 
throws and judgments under the Kings, 
by a revolt and separation of the kingdom, 
then by a captivity, then by another; and 
80, while Moab, heaved and loosened by 
no such changes, has retained the scent of 
its old customs and abominations, Israel 
has become quite another people. The 
calves of Bethel were long ago renounced; 
the low superstitions, the coarse and sen- 
sual habit, all the idolatrous fashions and 
affinities which corrupted their religion, 
have been gradually fined away. 

Similar contrasts might be instanced 
among the states and nations of our own 
time; in China, for example, and England; 


one standing motionless for long ages, and 
becoming an effete civilization absolutely 


hopeless as regards the promise of a re- 
generated future; the other emptied from 
vessel to vessel, four times conquered, three 
times deluged with civil war, converted, 
reformed and re-reformed in religion, and 
finally emerging, after more than one 


change of dynasty, into a state of law, lib- 


erty, intelligence, and genuinely Christian 
manhood, to be one of the foremost and 
mightiest nations of the world. 

But my object is, personal, not political 
or social, and the principle that underlies 
the text, is one that may be universalized 
in its applications. It is this: 

That we require to be unsettled in life 
by many changes and interruptions of ad- 
versity, in order to bee most effectnally

| loosened from our own evils, and 


to the will and work of God. 

We need, in other words, to be shaken 
out of our places and plans, agitated,emp- 
tied from vessel to vessel, else the flavors 
of our grossness and impurity remain. We 
cannot be refined on our lees, or in any 
course of life that is uniformly prosperous 
and secure. My object will be to exhibit 
this truth and bring it into a just applica- 
tion to our own personal experience. Ob- 
serve, then— 

1. How God manages, on a large scale, 
in the common matters of life, to keep us 
in a process of change and prevent our 
lapsing into a state of security such as we 
desire. No sooner do we to settle, 
as we fancy, and become fixed, than some 
new turn arrives by which we are shaken 
loose and sorely tossed. When the prophet 
declares that He will overtarn, overturn, 
overturn, he gives in that single word a 
general account of God's polity in all hu- 
man affairs. The world isscarcely turned 
on its axle more certainly than it is over- 
turned by the revolutions of Providence. 
It seems even to be a law in every sort of 
business or trade, that nothing shall stand

every hour at some gust of change. What 
we call securities are as well called insecu- 
tities. Titles themselves give way, and 
even real estate becomes unreal under our 
feet, Noris it only we ourselves that un- 
settle the security of things.

no chance to stagnate in any sort of ben- 
efit or security. Even the most successful 
who seem, in one view, to go straight on 
to their mark, get on after all, rather hy 
a dexterous and continual shifting, so as 
to keep their balance and exactly meet 
the changing conditions that befal th 
Nor is there anything to ——— 
over in this ever sbifting, overturniug pro- 
cess, which must be encountered in all the 
works of life; no place for sighing vanity 
of vanities. There is no vanity in it,more 
than in the mill that winnows and sepa- 
rates the grain. 

But we must hasten to points more im- 
mediately religious, carrying with us, as 
we may, a lesson derived from these analo- 
gies. Observe, then

acter, as being under ein, consists in a de- 
termination to have our own way, which 
determination must -be somehow reduced 
and extirpated. Hence the necessity that 
our experience be so appoiuted as to shake 
us loose continually from our purpose, or 
from all security and rest in it. We cast 
off the will of God in it and set up for a 
way and for objects of our own. e lay 
off plans to serve ourselves and we mean 
to carry them straight through to their 
result. Whatever crosses us, or turns us 
aside, or in any way forbids us to do or 
succeed just as we like, becomes our an- 
noyance. And these kinds of annoyance 
are so many and subtle and various, that 
the very world seems to be contrived to 
baffie us. In one view, it is. It would 
‘not do for us, having cast off the will of 
God and set up our own will, to let us get 
on smoothly, and never feel any friction or 
collision with the will cast off. Therefore, 
God manages to turn us about, beat us 
back, empty us from vessel to vessel, and 
make us feel that our bad will is hedged 
about, after all, by his Almighty purposes, 
Sometimes we seem to bend, sometimes to 
break. Be it one or the other, we lose a 
my of our stiffness. By and by, to avoid 

reaking. we consent to bend, and so, at 
last, become flexible to God, falling into a 
mood of letting go, then of consent, then 
of contrition. The coarse and bitter flavor 
of our self-will is reduced in this manner, 
and ually fined away, If we could 
stand on our lees, in continual peace and 
serenity, if success were made secure, sub- 
ject to no change or surprise, what on the 
other hand, should we do more certainly 
than stay by our evil mind and take it as 
a matter of course that our will is to be 
done; the very thing above all ‘others of 
which we most need to be cured. 


It would not answer even for the Chris- 
tian, who has meant to surrender his will 
and really wants to be perfected in the will 
of God, to be made safe in his plans and 
kept in a continual train of successes. He 
wants a reminder every hour; some defeat, 
surprise, adversity, peril; to be agitated, 
mortified,beaten out of his courses, so that 
all remains of self-will in him may be sifted 
out of him and the very scent of his old 
perversity cleared. O if we could be ex- 
eused from all these changes and somer- 
srults, and go on securely in our projects, 
it would ruin the best of us. Life needs 
to beanelement of danger and agitation; 
decree changefal, eventful; we need to 

ave our evil will met by the stronger will 
of God, in order to be kept advised by our 
experience of the impossibility of that 
which our sin has undertaken. It would 
not even do for us to be uniformly suc- 
cessful in our best meant and holiest works, 
our prayers, our acts of sacrifice, our sa- 
cred enjoyments; for we should very soon 
fall back into the subtle power of our self- 
-will and begin to imagine, in our vanity, 
that we are doing something ourselves. 
Even here we need to be defeated and baf- 
fled, now and then, that we may be shaken 
out of our self-reliance and sufficiency, else 
the taste of our evil habit remains in us 
and our scent is not changed. 


8. Consider the fact that our evils are 
generally hidden from us till they are dis- 
covered to us by some kind of trial or ad- 
versity. This is less true of vicious and 
really iniquitous men; they sce every hour 
with their eyes what is in them, or they 
may, by the acts they do. Their profani- 
ties, frauds and lies, their deeds of impuri- 
ty and violence, all that comes out of them 
shows them to be defiled. Not so with a 
generally correct man, still less so with a 
genuine, faithful Christian, endeavoring 
after greater sanctification and a closer 
conformity to the will of God. Every 
such man, living a life outwardly blamless 
and desiring earnestly to grow in all true 
holiness, is, by the supposition, correct 
outwardly, and therefore the evils that re- 
main in his spirit are to a great extent la- 
tent from himself. Sometimes, in a frame 
of high communion with God, he imagines 
that he is much more nearly purified than 
he is. And when he knows, from his pov- 
erty and spiritual dulness that something 
is certainly wrong in him, he will have 
great difficulty in detecting the 
point of his infirmity. It is in bim like 
some scent in the air, the source of which 
is hidden and cannot be traced Perhaps 
he will never definitely trace it so as to 
have it as a discovery, and yet God will 
‘manage, by the gusts of adversity and 
change, to winnow it away, even though 
it be undiscovered. More commonly 
however, every such turn of adversity will 
bring out some particular fault in him, 
which before was hid and which he greatly 
needed to have discovered, and he will be 
able to set himself to the very work of pu- 
rification by u direct endeavor. What 
good man ever fell into a time of deep 
chastening, who did not find some cunning 
infatuation, by which he was holden, bro- 
wl and some new discovery made of 
bi . The veils of pride are rent, the 
rock of self-opinion is shattered, and he is 
reduced to a point of gentleness and ten- 
derness that allows him to suffer a true 
conviction coneerning what was hidden 
from his sight. Nor is anything so effect- 
ualin this way as to meet some great over- 
throw that interrupts the whole course of

life; all the better if it dislodges him even 
in his Christian works and intments.

4. It is another point of advantage in 
the changes and surprises through which 
we ere continually passing, that we are pre- 
pared, in this manner, to the gracious and 
refining spirit in us, When we are allowed 
to staud still and are agitated by no 
changes, we become incrusted,

shat ap in them, as wine In the vat where 
it is kept. And the Spirit of God is shut 
in thi the imper vious-

faults or evils and 


broken up, and the freshening breath of 
the Spirlt fans the open chamber of the 
soul, to purify it. Now the prayer,cleanse 
thou me from secret faults, finds an answer 
which before was impossible. Providence, 
in this view, is an agitating power to 
break the inerustatious of evil and let the 
gales of the Spirit blow where they list in 


contiuued, are likely to allow the reaction 
or the recovered power of our old sins and 
must not therefore be suffered. As the. 
wine standing on its dregs or lees contracts 
a taste from the lees, and must therefore 
be dec@nted or drawn off, so as to have no 
contact longer with their vile sedimentary | 
matter, so we, in like manner, need to be 


separated from everything pertaining to 


the former life, to be broken up in our ex- 
pectations and loosened from the affinities 
of our former habit. In our conversion to 
God we pass a crisis that, like fermenta- 
tion, clears our transparency and makes us 
apparently new; we are called new men 
in Christ Jesns; still the old man is not 
wholly removed. It settles like dregs at 
the bottom, so to speak, of our character, 
where it is, for the present, unseen. One 
might imagine, for the time, that it is 
wholly taken away, and yet it is there, and 
is only the more likely to infect us that it 
is not sufficiently mixed with our life to 
cloud our present ney. Our sanc- 
tification is not to be completed save by 
separation from it. And therefore God, 
who is faithful to us, continues to sever us, 
as completely as possible, from all associa- 
tion with the old liſe and condition; breaks 
up our plans, compels a readjustment of 
our objects, empties us about from vessel 
to vessel, that our taste may not remain. 
Otherwise the hidden sediment of the old 
man will sometime flavor and corrupt the 
new even more than at first. rita 28 a 
man is converted as a politician—there is 
nothing wrong certainly in being a politi- 
cian—but how subtle is the power of those 
old habits and affinities in which he-lived, 
and how likely are they, if he goes straight 
on by a course of prosperous ambition, to 
be finally corrapted by their subtle reac- 
tion. When he is defeated, therefore, a 
little farther on, by untoward combina- 
tions, and thrown out of all hope in this 
direction, let him not think it hard that he 
is less successful now in the way of Christ 
than he was before in the way of his nat- 
ural ambition. God understands him and 
is leading him off not unlikely to some other 
engagement, that he may get him clear of 
the sediment on which he stands. In the 
same way doubtless it is that another is 
driven out of his business by a failure, an- 
other out of his family expectations by 
death and bereavement,- another out of 
his very industry aad his living by a loss 
of health, another out of prayers and. ex- 
pectations that were rooted in presum 
tion, another out of works of beneficence 
that associated pride and vanity, another 
out of the ministry of Christ where by self. 
indulgence, or in some other way, his nat- 
ural infirmities were rather increased than 
Once more, we are most certainly fin- 
ished,when we are brought closest to God, 
and we are never brought so near to God 
as when wo are completely separated from 
our personal schemes and objects, and from 
all the works of flesh. How tender do we 
become, when we are loosened by some 
great and sore disappointment; even as 
Israel was finally cured of its last vestiges 
of idolatry by its better captivities. Ha- 
ving nothing left of all our expectations, 
driven out of our places and plans and 
works and all that our pride cherished, 
possibly out of our prayers themselves, be- 
cause of the pride so cunningly veiled in 
their guises of sanctity, what can we — 
but confess that God himself is our all, aud 
take Him as the total blessing of our liſe. 
How closely now are we drawn to Him, 
receiving, as it were, a divine flavor from 
His purity. And when heis thus brought 
nigh, how rapidly are we changed in all 
the secret scents and flavors of our defile- 
ment. aa

The English Bible. 
The following is from the London 
Times: 


Men of good sense and religions feel- 
ing, throughout the country, will support 
Lord Shaftesbury’s protest at Oxford last 
week against a new version of the Bible. 
The religion, the literature, and the pat 
riotism of England alike protest against 
it. Our translation of the Bible is inter- 
woven now with our history, and mingles 
with our glory as a nation; it is part and 
parcel of the English language ; it is 
sanctified by the associations of child- 
hood, by the traditions of family life, and 
by the thoughts and comments of the 
learned, the wise, and the holy of past 
generations ; it forms the basis of relig- 
ious hope and consolation on which all 
communion among us rest, guiding daily 
life, soothing sickness and inspiring the 
bed of death ; its texts rnn like chimes in 
the ear of exery religious Englishman, 
they haunt his chamber, they meet his 
steps, and they follow him into the busy 
office and crowded mart. What can our 
new translators give us in exchange for 
so priceless a gift, transmitted to us from 
the age of the Reformation? 

It must be remembered that the insti- 
tution of such a commission as this is not 
a step simply negative, and therefore op- 
posing what is absolutely harmless on the 
one side toa clear gain on the other. 
There is considerable risk of mischief from 
such a step and all the fuss attending it; 
it is quite certain to lead to a great deal 
of alarm, trouble, suspicion, and disqniet. 
Moreover, when you institute such a com- 
mission you canuot guarantee its perfect 


P-| judgment and discretion. A number of 


scholars brought together with their dif.

It is probably well known to you that a 
similar Association has been organized in 
the city of New York, of which D. L. 
Ross is President; J. B. Bond, Vice 
President ; J. W. Brigham, Treasurer ; } 
and E. C. Kemble, Secretary. It is to 
the efforts of that organization, in con- 
nection with the labors of the citizens of 
California, that we are indebted for the 

ge of the Wagon Road Bill. But, 
ides their labors in this direction, they 
have also printed tracts and pamphlets, 
setting forth, in clear and forcible lan- 
guage, the inducement offered to the emi- 
grant to make his home on the Pacific 
shores, and have scattered them broadcast 
over the Atlantic States and Europe. 
They are found on all the steamboats and 
railroads, in restaurants, hotels, and in all 
places where large bodies of men do con- 
gregate. They have expended a large 
amount of money, which has drawn heav- 
ily upon their private resources, and un- 
less the people of the Pacific coast come 
to their assistance, and manifest a dispo- < 
sition to co-operate with them in their ef- 
forts to populate and build up the State 
and Territories, they will be compelled— } 
so we are informed by letters recently re- 
ceived—to disband their organization and 
cease further efforts. 

They have already done much to iuflu- 
ence emigration in this direcrion. They 
are in the constant receipt of letters from 
persons in all parts of the Union, anxious 
to obtain information, and desiring to re- 
move, with their families, to the Pacific. 
The emigration from the East toward the 
West will be very large the present sea- 
son, far surpassing that of any former 

ear, estimated to be not less than one 
handred thousand persons, Of this vast 
number not more than twen‘*y thousand 
can be safely calculated upon as future 
citizens of California and the Territories 
north of us. It is, therefore, to be regret- 
ted that efforts were not made at an ear- 
lier day to organize Associations for the 
purpose of influencing this mighty tide of 
emigration to our broad and fertile acres. 
But there is a glorious future before us, 
if we wisely and actively improve the 
present. 

But it is self-evident that the Associa- 
tion of San Francisco cannot alone do the 
work so imperatively demanded. It will 
do all it can ; but it must rely on a cheer- 
fal, intelligent and hearty co-operation on 
the part of the country. Similar inde

Of course the Committee were not unaware 

of the opposition which this decisive and im- 
portant step, was likely to encounter. The 
chief objection urged against it is, that it is an 
assumption of ecclesiastical jurisdiction on the 
part of the agents of a voluntary society. To 
this and similar objections, Dr. Asa D. Smith, 
2 member of the Committee, farnisbes; in the 
Evangelist, a lengthy and able reply, which in 
our humble jadgment, is perfectly irrefutable. 
He shows that the Home Missionary Society, 
as 8 voluntary institution, amenable t) vo ec- 
cleastical body or bodies, may disburse its funds, 
discriminating according to ite own rules alone. 
The agents of the Society have only to under- 
stand and execate the will of their constituents, 
_ the individual donors. The Society is not and 
never was the representative of any ecolesiasti- 
cal bodies. It has always acted on the very 
principle from which the present step proceeds. 
The good standing of a minister or of a church 
in Presbytery, has not been deemed a sufficient 


sometimes very large. At present the number 
of miners has much decreased, yet steadily the 
work goes on, receding every year, still 
farther back from the stream. Seven years 
bil here by from one hundred and fifty men 
at present, to four or five hundred as there for- 
merly were, has madea great change in the ap- 
pearance of things. A school, u church, gen- 
erally regular worship, a thorough organiza. 
tion of the friends of temperance and other 
good influences, have had the effect to benefit 
the place much; but from the first large num- 
bers of the people have always designed to 
leave, after doing a certain amount of mining 
in the region, and have really carried out their 
designs. Hence as oné generation after another 
of adventuring miners came, amassed wealth, 
and left again for their Atlantic homes, there 
seemed to be that lack of permanency in the 
improvements made, which is so encouraging to 
pioneers in other new countries generally. In 
the mining towns of Oalifornia efforts for the

During two weeks previous to Sept. Ist, 1856, 
the last Fall, six men, working three by day 
and three by night, took out in regular mining, 
2564¢ ounces, or 213¢ pounds. During the 
next two weeks, Sept. 15th, 204 ounces, or 17 
pounds; Oct. Ist, 180 ounces ; Oct. 15th, 1451, 
ounces. In visiting the tunnel the gold ap- 
peared in the dark blue gravel, where the la- 
tber borers were crevicing like broom corn seed 
mixed with the earth. Two and abalf miles 
west on the same high range with Bottle Hill, 
is another rich lead passing in like manner 
through from side to side, where four or five 
tunnels have paid well. It is called Jones 
Hill, bat is not a town. Five or six families, 
and twenty-five miners are all the population. 
In a romantic and quiet little vale they are 
principally settled, but they are looking to the 
time when they may make their homes in the 
great vallies helow. 

Crossing now to the north the immense canon 
of the Middle Fork of the American, we visited 
what bids fair to become one of the most per- 
manent and rich minging localities in the State. 
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depressions on either side, on the points run- 
ning out as spurs, or under the main range it- 
self the mining operations are varied by hy- 
dranlics, or by tunnels, with a return in dust 
of almost fabulous amounts in a few places, and

As I mentally contrast my emotions on my 
first arriving, and those with which I depart 
from your state, I cannot but feel deep- 
ly gratefal ta God for the change. I may feel 
sad at my past, but I do feel confident and res- 
olate as to my future. * 

In renouncing Mormonism, its advocates 
have accused me of prejudiced feelings, merce- 
nary motives, hypocrisy and conceit. I should 
not notice these charges were I remaining in 
California. Being about to leave, and perhaps 
ſor ever, I owe it to the confidence that my 
friends have so kindly reposed in me, that I 
should now say sozwething on these subjects. 

It is easy to slander the character and im- 
pugu the motives, when unable to refate the 
arguments or Mut the testimony. The best way 
however, to meet ‘some kinds of attack is to 


rock yielding good returns to the laborers, despise them. The only refutation of some 


charges is to live them down. If I were actua- 
ted by prejudice at all, I was only affected in 
its favor. Every association of old attachment 
and of habit of thought, was biassed toward 
M Every tie thet acquaintances, 
friends and family could wrap around me, only 
served to bind me more closely to this system. 
In bursting the shackels that fettered me to 
Mormonism, I did it at the risk of breaking 
every other tie that united me to friends, family 
and home. 

_ If mercenary motives had influenced me, 
Mormonism at Salt Lake offers ample oppor- 
tunities for the acquisition of wealth. Ever 
since my -first connection with that church, 
honors and authority have been heaped upon 
me. Increased and increasing honors were be- 
fore me when I abandoned it. Among the degra- 
ded mediocrity of Mormon intellect, the slight 
est advance above the level can hope for posi- 
tion, authority and influence. Disappointed 
ambition cannot have induced my conduct, be- 
cause they never gave me any neglect to avenge. 

Some have said that I took too long to be 
convineed. A question involving liabilities so 
onerous as salvation not only deserves but de- 
mands the most thorough investigation. Mar- 
tin Luther went to Rome, became disgust- 
ed with Romanism, and undeceived ; and yet he 
was ten years before satisfying himself of the 
errors of Romanism, and destroying his connec- 
tion with that church; and even to his death 
was not able entirely to shake from his mind 
the prejudices of his education. The leogth 
of time he spent only proves how complete 
must bave been his investigation, and how much 
more worthy of attention were his cooclasions. 
No one would think of accusing Martin Ln- 
ther of hypocricy, although he accepted office 
and preached after his visit to Rome. 

As to conceit, that iss charge that I shall 
not attempt to combat. My present convic- 
tions and sincerity can only justly be determined 
by my conduct. I confidently leave to God 
and the future the development of my veracity. 
The religion of Mormonism, outside of Utah, 
is represented as a system of saperior purity ; 
closer communion with God; more exalted in- 
telligence, and a more effectual consummation 
of human progress. The religion of Mormon. 
ism, as it actually exists in Utah, is a system of 
gross sensuality on the part of men, the cru- 
elest oppression toward the women, and conse- 
quent depravity and sorrow; of audacious as 
sumptions of divine authority ; of profanity, 
obscenity and anathemas in their Sabbath 
ministrations, and of blasphemy in degrading 
the Eternal to the form, mutability and even 
lusts of mankind ; (they teach that. He is in the 
form and size of a man, is in fact, only man 
made perfect”; that He has many wives and 
naturally begot Jesus Christ !) 

Their civil economy, all their tergiversations 
to the contrary notwithstanding, is not only 
monarchial, but despotic. No autocrat more 
sovereign than Brigham Young. It is not 
union of church and state, but investing the 
church with all the powers of the state; the 
first implies an amalgamation of two separate 
bodies ; this, is one body with supreme author- 
ity. Their policy isa system of outrageous 
oppression ; fettering the minds and gagging 
the mouths of the people; allowing neither 
liberty of conscience, liberty of speech, liberty 
of elections, liberty of enterprise or liberty of 
removal. 

Their educational system exists but in brag: 
adoeia and on paper. There is no place in the 
civilized world where education is so neglected, 
and consequently so despised. To 50,000 per- 
sons they have but one newspaper. T'ifis is most 
miserably conducted, and printed but weekly. 
It is under the direction of Brigham, and gives 
neither correct reports of speeches nor fair 
statements of events; it entirely omits many 
important facts; it is “ made up for the outsi- 
ders,” and while claiming to be the purest and 
ablest journal on the earth, its editor (A. Car- 
rington) publicly contends, “ there is no such 
a thing as originality of thought in existence.” 
Denying its existence, it would be folly to ex- 
pect to see originality in his paper. 

The secret rites of Mormonisni, so loudly 
extolled ag an “ endowment from on high,” and 
so solemnly promised as a means of “closer 
fellowship with Jesus Ohrist,“ are but a con- 
glomerate of bastardized masonry, ridiculous

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Th6 famous rat poisoning case at the Na- 
tional Hotel in Washington, is one in point. 
The facts of the case were for nearly a month 
kept back from the public, and have as yet 
been noticed in but few of the prints. The 
last is, however, that a few journals have per- 
sistently reiterated the statement which I think 
originated with one of the Lancaster papers 
after Mr. Buchanan had returned thither from 
his visit to Washington in February. While 
in Washington, be, with a large body guard of 
distinguished politicians, pat up at the National 
Hotel; and while there, he and bis friends, 
with a handred or so of the other guests were 
suddenly taken very ill. It being manifestly 
the effect of poison either in the food or drink, 
a search for the cause was instituted, when it 
was found that the large water tank in the up- 
per story of the building, from ‘which all the 
water for cooking and drinking purposes had 
been drawn, was literally one putrid mass of 
dead and bursted rats, which having fed upon 
the poison distributed for their extermination, 
had taken to the nearest water to slabe the 
burning thirst which is the most tormenting 
sensation produced by the poisons commonly 
used for the destruction of such vgrmin. Ma- 
ny of the guests have been seriously ill ever 
since it has transpired that at least two have 
already died. Yet, strange to tell, pliysicians, 
hotel keepers, sufferers and their friends, seem 
to be exceedingly solicitous to allay suspicion, 
and to conceal the fact and the fearful conse- 
quences of this effort te exterminate rats, which 
bas nearly deprived the people of their chosen 
chief magistrate, and many of his distinguished 
friends, which is said to have made Mr. Jones, 
of Penn., so ill that he could not safely be 
placed in the Cabinet, his recovery being 
doubtful, and which has resulted fatally in the 
case of two individuals who, perhaps, drank 
more copiously of water than did the survivors. 
Bat murder will out; and the authorities at 
Washington have at length taken possession 
of the National Hotel, and an investigating 
committee will sift the whole thing, and report 
all the faets as a warning to others. Mr. Bu- 
chanan himself, is pronounced not yet out of 
danger.

Quite a bumb-shell explosion was that of the 
Supreme Court in the Dred Scott case, render- 
ing at least one nigger immortal.

It is a most comprehensive and important 
decision. The old north-west territory ord- 
nance excluding slavery, which was passed by 
the framers of the Constitotion, is declared un- 
constitutional.

The prohibition of the slave 
trade in any of the free states is unconstitn- 
tional. No one not a citizen in good standing” 
can prosecute in the Courts of the United 
States. Whereat the women, as well as the 
negroes and other orphans, are in great trepa- 
dation, and express a doubt whether the gowns 
worn by those wise old geotlemen have in- 
creased either their wisdom or their gallantry. 
Bat I tell the ladies that they, like aliens, will 
be permitted to bring suit any where if they 
will only declare their intention to become 
citizens. The American party are only dissat- 
isfied that the decision did not include Irishmen 
as well as black men: But our mercies come 
not all at once, even from the Supreme Court, 
There is no concealing the fact, that the great 
mass of northerners regard the decision with 
surprise and even with contempt.

of moveable or personal property. Manifestly,

Yet some of the most eloquent 
and couservative preachers here talk about the 
higher law of hamanity, as though what the 
Court has decided to be property, can be hua 
man, and they talk about certain obsolete laws 
such as, “ Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self,” as though it were not plainly confined to 
white neighbors, “and whatsoever ye would 
that men should do unto you, do ye even 80 to 
them,” what have such laws to do in-govern- 
iog a man’s conduct towards his property.

terfere with politics, they enter a department 
which orthodoxy has decided to belong exclu- 
sively to the devil, and that they would do bet- 
ter to give their attention to serving their own 
master faithfally, and not to dabble in what 
politicians themselves confess to be the most 
filthy pools. I know, my old friend, from what 
specimens of your paper you have sent me, that 
you do not precisely agree with the views I 
have expressed on this subject.
